Catholic parents 
disobeying 


these rules, when not .properly ex- 
cused l.'.y the bishop, commit a griev- 
ous sin .and can not receive the secra- 
ments of the church. 


"4. Catholic children going to pub- 


lic schools will not be admitted to 
first- holy communion and holy co'i- 
firmation, unless I hey have regularly 
attended the praparatory instructions 
for these sacraments .and passed a 
satisfactory 
examination 
in 
cate- 


chism. 


"5. As regards holy confirmation 


the rule of this archdiocese demands 
that no child under 12 years of age 
bo admitted.

IMPORTANT CHANGES 


IN FOOTBALL RULES 


Erief Review of 1912 Rules l-ndicates 


That Game Will be More Openly 


Played Than Before. 


Football has varied in its rules so 


much since the adoption of the game, 
that it would almost seem impossible 
to make any further changes. How- 
ever, at the meeting of the football 
rules committee held in the east last 
spring, many alternations were made, 
and it is thought these changes will 
make the game more interesting and 
will even up its playing powers.

This 


will produce more cpen play and make 
a more spectacular game to.witness. 


It was strongly thought among cri- 


tics and officials, that -a well-earned 
touchdown was of more value as far 
as football is concerned, than 
two 


field goals. 
Still the score never in- 


dicated this, and 
so to have it this, 


the value of a touchdown has been 
raised to six points instead of five, and 
then if the goal is kicked, one touch- 
down will defeat two field goals. This 
is considered by critics as the most 
important revision in the new rules. 


The less important changes 
are 


minor, and only apply to the field and 
ground rules. The field has 
been 


changed in size and length. 
Where 


it was 110 yards long, it is now but 
100 yards in length. This makes 
a 


difference when the kickoff is made, 
changing the .place of booting from the 
55 ya'rd line to the 40 yard line.

In- 
stead of lining up on the twenty yard 
line for the kickout the twenty yard 
line has been the place allotted for 
the scrimmage line.

Pork is not an aristocratic meat, al- 


though It is the basis of an enorrnoua 
Industry. Ham and 
bacon are 
not 


without honor; but there are few cook 
books that mention the cooking oC 
fresh pork, .and rarely the preparation 
of sdlt pork, which is mainly 
used 


•with baked beans. Cold roast pork is 
as appetizing as any meat, and makes 
a most acceptable 
salad 
combined 


with celery, as one does in. preparing 
chicken salad. 


It is only those who are privileged 


to raise and fatten their own pork 
who fully enjoy it. 
Country life and 


country occupations furnish the right 
conditions for eating perk. Since the 
rise in the price of pork it has been 
regarded with . greater esteem. 


The most important thing to be re- 


membered in the cooking of pork is 
that it should be 
thoroughly 
done, 


never served rare. 


Chopped salt pork, a cupful, added 


to a homely fruit cake using dried 
apple and molasses, makes a cake fit 
for any epicure. 


Spare ribs with sour kraut Is an- 


other homely but well-liked dish of 
our grandmother's. 


Bacon wrapped around an oyster 


and 
skewered 
with 
a 
toothpick, 


then boiled or baked in a hot oven is 
another ; ladylike dainty. 
~"A~6tuffed sparerib may be new to 
some; 
Try, if possible, to buy one 


that has a little meat left on the 
bones; "fill with a stuffing well sea- 
soned with onion, or sage and put on 
top another sparerib. Place in a pan 
with a half cup of boiling water and 
roast, an' 'hour, basting often"; 
Ths 


potatoes may be peeled 
and baked 


around the sparerib. 


Pork in Paper Bag.—Cut 
up 
cold 


roast meat in slices, 
add a finely- 


chopped onion, a little tomato catsup 
and a bay leaf, salt and pepper. 
Put 


into a buttered bag and bake on the 
rack in a hot.oven for ten minutes. 


Serve in. the bag so that the dish 


may be piping hot. 


Pork chops to be juicy and tit the 


same time well cooked, should be put 
to cook in a. very little water, Jetting 
it all boil away, then 'season and 
brown as usual.
